We went to a near- 
by school., There, in a domes- 
tic sepecll classroom were ta- 
bles spread’ with the prize 
Gishes. There was an astound- 
ing variety of them. 


The girls, their cheeks pink 
with health and excitement, 
wore no make-up at all. They 
had that vivid, natural look 
which is so attractive to see. 


Soon came the King and 
Queen, accompanied by the lord 
mayor and dignitaries of the 
city and school system. 


The King had a serious, sad 
face, which lighted up beauti- 
fully when he smiled, which was 
often. The weight of the war 
and his position obviously were 
heavy upon him. The Queen was 
magnificent. She might have 
been the mother of any of the 
girls present, one thought, look- 
ing at her and seeing in her, 
somehow, the gentleness and 
the sweetness, as well as the 
strength, which the real mother 
has for her children. She loved 
them, being herself a Scot, and 
their faces glowed when they 
looked at her. And when they 
each had dipped in.a curtsy, 
and had received from her a 
prize, their faces were radiant. 

The lord mayor talked (as will 
mayors everywhere). He pre- 
sented the King and Queen a 
leather-bound copy of the prize 
recipes. And then he said to the 
King, “Your Majesty, I believe 
you are, sir, the first British 
King to take an interest in cook- 
ing since King Alfred.”’ (The 
legend of Alfred and the oat 
cakes is a favorite one.) 

Soon it was all over.

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Grand Jury’s Object 
Is Speedier Justice 


The campaign to give Atlanta’s Mu- 
nicipal Court jurisdiction over all traffic 
cases now has grand jury endorsement. 

The September-October jury of the 
Fulton Superior Court has recommended 
that the General Assembly give the Mu- 
nicipal Court the right to “try and dis- 
pose of all misdemeanor cases and par- 
ticularly all traffic cases.” 

The jurors said the time lapse between 
the making of a misdemeanor case in 
Municipal Court and trial in the Fulton 
Criminal Court to which such cases are 
bound over is too great. They cited only 
41 lottery and gaming cases brought to 
trial between January and October in 
contrast to the 147 cases bound over.” 

While the ends of justice would no 
doubt be better served by a shift of ju- 
risdiction in all misdemeanor cases within 
the city, it is in regard to traffic cases par- 
ticularly that the campaign for a stronger 
municipal court has been urged. 

The nation’s traffic specialists long 
have been saying that laws alone will 
not make our highways safe. Laws must 
be enforced. Enforcement calls for ar- 
rest of offenders and speedy trial. No 
deterrent to misbehavior is more effective 
than the prospect of sure and swift pun- 
ishment. 

Traffic safety in Atlanta, too, is de- 
pendent upon a streamlined court proce- 
dure that makes ordinances effective. 
City officials and lawyers have studied 
municipal eourts in other cities. They 
have seen working there the plan which 
Mayor Hartsfield and others have been! 
urging for our town. They have found it 
speedy and effective. 

The grand jurors have recognized the 
efficacy and the urgent need for broaden- 
ing the jurisdiction of the municipal 
court. Surely, when the legislators as- 
semble in January, they will see it, too. 

Incidentally, the September-October 
1954 jury is by no means the first to re- 
turn a presentment on the subject. 

On Oct. 28, 1893, 61 years ago almost 
to the day, a grand jury recommended 
and requested “passage by the legisla- 
ture of the bill presented at this session, 
extending the powers of the Recorder’s 
Court of the City of Atlanta, and giving 
it jurisdiction in certain misdemeanor 
cases. . 2%

The Trend to Bigness 
Hits Agriculture, Too 


Farm economists, concerned as always 
about “How’re ya gonna keep ‘em down 
on the farm,” again have come to the 
inevitable conclusion that it is unlikely 
that the trend of more than a half cen- 
tury can be reversed. 

The migration from rural areas con- 
tinues. It is simply a part of the eco- 
nomic patterh of the nation. That pattern 
is toward bigness in industry and other 
forms of endeavor. The small farmer is 
caught in the squeeze and the survival of 
agriculture seems increasingly to depend 
upon its becoming big, too. 

The squeeze itself is brought about by 
the growing spread between costs of pro- 
duction and farm prices, Investments in 
farm machinery, land and equipment re- 
quire greater capital than the average 
small farmer can afford. He must buy 
gasoline, bvilding materials, fertilizer, 
electricity and other manufactured goods 

“~ and services. 

Whereas, industrial prices and wages 
have continued on the upgrade, the index 
of prices received by farmers has dropped 
21 points since February of 1951. 

The larger the farm unit, the better it 
is able to meet the situation. With more 

financial resources, cost cutting is simpler 
through puréhase of more machinery.

The marginal farmer, with his labor hav- 
ing deserted for higher-paying factory 
jobs, finds it rough going. 

The trend, then, is to larger farms, de- 
liberately promoted by government poli- 
cies that guarantee high wages to labor 
and profits to industry and yet insists on 
“freeing” the farmer to hoe his own row. 

As mechanization continues end indus/ 
trialization is accelerated in the South, 
the trend to larger, mechanized farms 
will continue. As the section with the 
rural population, the South still has the 
largest potential of available industrial 
labor. 

Although many may regret this trend 
toward a balanced economy in the South, 
it is inevitable and the only way the 
section can hold its own in relation to 
the rest of the nation.

Europe’s Big Problem 
Is Economic Cooperation 


French Premier Mendes-France con- 
tinues to exhibit qualities of statesman- 
ship long missing from the Paris scene. 
In addition to working for acceptance of 
the recently signed agreements growing 
out of the London pact, he is pushing for 
far-reaching economic accords with West 


Germany. 
The latter could prove even more im- 
portant than the political agreements 


that already have been reached. Political 
integration of Western Europe will never 
be possible until the various states merge 
their economies, break down the trade 
barriers and currency restrictions that 
are at the root of most of their political 
problems. 

The economists have tried hard, 
through the coal and steel pool and simi- 
lar measures, to break down the economic 
nationalism that has strangled Europe for 
centuries. They have come a long way. 
Mendes-France is proving that he under- 
stands this basic problem. 

European prosperity is tied directly 
to cooperation between the various coun- 
tries. Proper use of resources and dis- 
tribution of products can be achieved if 
the nations themselves are willing.

The State Institutions 
Mirror Our Consciences 


By their very nature institutions are 
rather grim places, and any effort to make 
them appear less institutional is the kind 
of work of which the angels must ap- 
prove. 

Those responsible for the direction of 
Battey State Hospital in Rome certainly 
have the angels on their side in the cur- 
rent effort to renovate and brighten the 
place. Battey is the largest tuberculosis 
sanatorium in the country, and as all big 
must, sacrifices a cheerful 
hominess in the name of efficiency. 

Battey now is in the midst of a paint- 
up and cheer-up campaign. While new 
and softer colors will not disguise the fact 
that it is a hospital, neverthéless Battey 
renovated will be a great improvement 
over the old institution. 

Georgia’s hospital for the tubercular 
is a remarkable place. The approxi- 
mately 1,750 patients are housed in 145 
buildings on 180 acres of land. One of 
the outstanding accomplishments of the 
Talmadge administration has been the 
expansion of facilities at Battey, with a 
consequent reduction of the seriously 
long waiting list. 

In Battey, as in the hospital for the 
mentally ill at Milledgeville, Georgians 
have assumed responsibilities which are 
considered obligations of the modern 
state. While these and other public in- 
stitutions fall considerably short of per- 


fection, this is not so much the fault of . 


their administrators as of the people who 
support them, and who generally are 
much freer with criticism than with 
their moral and aid.

There is one kind of bug that survives the fall frosts in consider- 


able numbers. It’s the likterbug. 


In the cool October days he still thrives in the vicinity of schools, 
if not actually on the grounds. Even the wide open spaces and the 
deep forests are not rid of the litterbug pest. . 


For hunters as well as_picnick- 
ers and tourists too often become 
litterbugs. Many a hunter seems 
to think that because he’s off in 
the field or forest it’s all right to 
leave his rubbish anywhere. He 
fouls up a place where other peo- 
ple may follow him. Sometimes 
his refuse becomes a menace to 
wild life, domestic stock or man. 

So the state conservation depart- 
ment is pleading with hunters to 
burn (safely) or bury their rub- 
bish so that it won't be a nui- 
sance or cause any harm. The de- 
partment is asking the hunter to 
leave his campsite as clean as he 
found it~—or as he would have liked 
to have found it. 

Here and there schools are tak- 
ing up the campaign against lit- 
terbugs. Small children draw anti- 
litterbug posters. Older pupils 
gather printed material “on the 
subject and write essays about it. 


Benjamin Franklin school in Mil- 
waukee’ has been at this sort of 
things for more than two years, 
and the principal is sure it is 
showing results.

‘For those who have been faith- 
ful to their God, they shall see be- 
fore them; shall know their taber- 
nacle shall be in peace; ‘the ever- 
lasting gates shall be opened unto 
them’: in all which from earth 
they shall see the glory of heaven.”’ 

Often we have wondered what 
life in heaven is like. What activ- 
ity is there in the next life? Bun- 
yan’s answer to this is as good 
as any I have ever read: ‘This 
love of Christ, if I may so say, 
will keep the saints in an employ, 
even when they are in heaven; 
though not an employ that is la- 
borsome, tiresome, burdensome, 
yet an employ that is dutiful, de- 
lightful and profitable; for:.al- 
though the work and worship of 
saints in heaven is not particular- 
ly revealed as yet, and so it doth 
not yet appear what we shall be, 
yet in the general we may say, 
there will be that for them to do 
that has not yet been done; and 
by that work which they shall do 
there, their delight will be unto 
them. 

“Nor will this at all derogate 
from their glory. The angels now 
wait upon God and serve Him; the 
Son of God is now a minister, and 
waiteth upon his service in heav- 
en. Some saints have been em- 
ployed about service for God after 
they have been in heaven; and why 
should we be idle spectators when 


we come thither, I see not reason 
to believe. 


“They there rest from their la- 
bors. True, but not from their de- 
lights. All things then that once 
were burdensome, whether in suf- 
fering or service, shall be done 
away, and that which is delight- 
ful and pleasurable shall remain.’”’ 


Finally, consider this word from 
Bunyan on faith: “Faith is so 
great an artist in arguing and rea- 
soning with the soul, that it will 
bring over the hardest heart that 
it hath to deal with. It will bring 
to my remembrance at once, both 
my vileness against God, and His 
goodness toward me; it will show 
me that though I deserve not to 
breathe in the air, yet God will 
have me an heir of glory.” 


John Bunyan died in poverty on 
Aug. 31, 1688. But he left to the 
world treasures that will always 
live. Not only in his writing, but 
by his example, he showed what 
God can do with a man who puts 
his life in God’s hands. 


Bunyan had a poor start in life, 
very little education, hardships 
and setbacks almost every step of, 
the way. He also had God, and to- 
gether the two ‘made of Bunyan 
something good and fine. God is 
no respecter of persons. God will 
do much through any one of us 
who will give Him a chance.

But what about the foreign-born? 
-Is. Atlanta a vast melting pot? Has 
it Within its borders and within 
the neighboring municipalities a 
considerable percentage of persons 
who have joined us from other 
countries? 

Does anyone know? 

I do. 

This knowledge has come about 
through a study of population fig- 
ures from the census tracts of At- 
lanta. 

Through the years, of course, At- 
lanta has absorbed a large num- 
ber of foreign-born. They and their 
children have been assimilated by 
the city, and one would find it 
difficult to trace completely the 
roots of heritage in Atlanta. 

At the present time, however, 
the precentage of foreign-born in 
the Atlanta area is quite small. 

The 1950 Census- tract study 
covers 557,470 persons in Atlanta 
and vicinity. At the time of the 
1950 census there were 331,314 per- 
sons in the city limits. The re- 
mainder of the total in the census 
embraces areas in Fulton and De- 
Kalb Counties. vi 

The census reveals that in this 
“metropolitan” population of 557,- 
470 persons in 1950 there were 
6,046 foreign-born, 5,195 in the city 


Such an answer would take care of most 


and the remainder in the surround- 
ing area. If my arithmeti¢ is cor- 
rect—and it has been known to be 
wrong—the foreign-born cohstitutes 
1.09 per cent of the total popula- 
tion. 

What is the composition of our 
foreign-born, on the basis of land 
of origin? The largest component 
—and this may be surprising—is 
from the Soviet Union: 856 persons, 
The next largest is from Germany: 
756 persons. 

England and Wales are next with 
634 persons, and after that totals 
even off a bit. There are 588 per- 
sons from Canada, 472 from Po 
land, 452. from Greece, 348 from 
Asia, 206 from Italy, 175 from Aus- 
tria, 154 from France.

—‘God Save the King’ in Reverse 


Throughout the week the celluloid war has raged, No Caro 
lina-Wake Forest game has ever been a love feast. This one, 
however, went somewhat beyond the bounds of collegiate sanity.
